ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


A motor for an electric power steering apparatus can improve working 
efficiency, and can be reassembled without requiring any new or additional 
members. A bracket is disposed at an opening of a cylindrical bottomed frame. 
A stator with a stator winding is fixed to the frame around a rotor. Stator-side 
terminals each having a connection portion extending toward the bracket are 
disposed between the stator and the bracket, and are connected with the stator 
winding. A connector base includes connection terminals connected with tip 
ends of the connection portions, a base portion with the connection terminals 
disposed on a surface thereof, and nuts mounted on the base portion. Leads 
have, at their one end, lead-side terminals in contact with the connection 
terminals. Screws are threaded on the nuts, respectively, for coupling the 
connection terminals and the lead-side terminals. 
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
